Armed robbers steal 
thousands from village 
shop in Pontcymmer 


POLICE in Bridgend are 
appealing for information, 
following an armed 
robbery at the Co-Op store 
on Victoria Street, 
Pontcymmer, on Monday 
(November 16). 

At just after 6am, two men 
wearing balaclavas, armed with a 
crow bar and a hammer, 


confronted the manager of the 
store at the side entrance to the 
shop. 

The manager - and two other 
shop workers - were tied up, and 
the two men demanded to know 
where the shop’s safe was kept. 

Over £2,000 in cash was stolen 
by the men, along with cigarettes 
and scratch cards. A cash register 
hard drive was also taken. 


Officers have launched an 
investigation and suspect the 
robbery was committed by local 
people. 

DI Andy Paddison, said: “I 
would like to reassure the 
community that incidents like this 
one are almost unheard of in this 
area and we do not expect a re¬ 
occurrence.

Sealawns site is to 
be finally cleared 


THE site of the

force the owner, Mr John 
Williams, to improve the 
condition of the site by 
pursuing action under the 
Planning Act. 

The land owner has 
not taken any such action 
and instead, while also 
submitting planning 
applications for a 
residential development, 
has lodged a series of 
appeals against this 
action. 

The latest appeal 
which was defeated in 
court this month was 
described by the judge as 
“spurious”, “a stalling 
act”, and “a desperate 
attempt to avoid financial 
outlay during the delay”. 

After throwing out the 
appeal, the judge ordered 
the land owner to carry 
out the restoration 
scheme specified in the 
notice so as to improve 
the appearance of the site 
until such time as the site 
is redeveloped. 

In his ruling. District 
Judge Bodfan Jenkins 
described the site 
owner’s agent, who 
represented him at the 
appeal, Mr McLoughlin, 
as “disingenuous” saying 
that “he put matters 
forward without thought 
and (attempted to) pull 
the wool over the eyes of 
the court.” 

The judgement also 
awarded £6,000 costs to 
the council. 

Following the 

judgement, head of 
planning and 

regeneration for the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council, 
Marcus Goldsworthy, 
said: “This judgement is 
a vindication of the 
council’s long-running 
legal action and should 
send a clear message to 
land owners in the Vale 
that unauthorised and 
unlawful developments 
will be met with robust 
action from the local 
authority.”

Local schools play vital 
role in new curriculum 


SIX Bridgend county borough 
schools will take a leading role 
in developing Wales’ new 
national curriculum. 

“Due to be available to schools by 
2018 so that it can be taught from 
2021, the new curriculum will involve 
removing the current ‘key stages’ to try 
and create a more seamless 
progression through school,” a BCBC 
spofesman said this week. 

‘Digital competence’ would join 
literacy and numeracy as key elements 
teachers will be weaving into lessons 
across the curriculum, while there 
would be a greater emphasis on health 
and wellbeing. 

Welsh Government Education 
Minister, Huw Lewis AM has 
announced a list of schools across 
Wales that will lead on its design, as 
well as other schools that will be 
charged with ensuring that teachers are 
given the support they need. 

Mynydd Cynffig Primary, Pencoed 
Comprehensive School and Maesteg 
Comprehensive School will be among 
those developing the curriculum; while 
Maesteg Comprehensive School will 
also be looking at teachers’ training 


requirements and workloads, and how 
they can be managed. 

Other local schools pioneering that 
work will be Oldcastle Primary 
School, Heronsbridge School and 
Ysgol Cynwyd Sant. 

Coun Huw David, BCBC’s deputy 
leader, said: “These schools will 
perform a vital role in helping to 
develop the innovative new curriculum 
and ensuring that teachers are given 
the support necessary to help 
implement it. 

“The new curriculum proposes 
several changes that will give the next 
generation an education that is even 
more suited to the modem world. Eor 
example, the subject of computer 
science will be strengthened and 
digital competence will be taught 
across all lessons. 

“The schools that have been chosen 
are from a mix of English-medium, 
Welsh-medium, primary, secondary, 
special and faith schools. They will be 
working as part of an all-Wales 
partnership with local authorities, 
regional consortia, Estyn, leading 
academics, employers, Welsh 
Government and other key 
stakeholders,” Coun David concluded.

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Week that began with hope... and ended in horror 


I T’S been a week with a focus on 
education: it started with a visit on 
Monday morning, on the way to the 
London train, to Oldcastle primary who 
had a week of science, technology, 
engineering and maths; stem subjects see 
as vital for the further growth of weak 
capabilities in our education system. 

There was a great array of opportunities for the 
children, parents and staff planned for the week 
ahead. Parents had offered support, as had science 
advisors and employers. 

The week included visits to the BAE repair 
workshops at Cardiff Airport and an evening of 
stargazing with an astronomer. The classes I 
visited were constructing a racing car from a kit, 
learning about why leaves change colour in autumn 
by learning about osmosis, and the use of friction in 
creating energy. 

It was an impressive diary full of new hands-on 
learning for the pupils throughout the week. I 
agreed to come back on Friday to see how the week 
of learning and experimentation had gone. 

Come Friday, the racing car was built and the 
children had had an amazing week. The final 
assembly was conducted by Dr David Arbulat, who 
came to talk about how he overcame his disability. 

He showed an x-ray of his spine with its multiple 
fractures and the metal rods needed to hold it 
together. David had been a Royal Marine then 
joined the RAF regiment. A car accident led to his 
injury, and over a year in hospital. 

The children were shown the German-designed 
lightweight lay-down bike that David rides, using 
his arms rather than his legs to drive the bike 
forward to win a number of arduous road races. 


The talk and questions from the children focused 
on the mechanics of how David moves around, but 
also covered resilience, dealing with adversity and 
courage. 

An impressive end to a week that will hopefully 
inspire the children in their study of STEM subjects 
over the coming years. 

An inspiring morning was matched by an equally 
inspiring afternoon - looking at education through 
the prism of Parc Prison. 

I was there with Attorney General Michael Gove 
and Dame Sally Coates, who has been appointed to 
head a Government inquiry into education 
provision for the 80,000 adults imprisoned in the 
UK. 

Parc has a great track record in educational 
opportunities for prisoners while at the same time 
building a unique relationship with schools to 
support the children and families of prisoners. 

During the visit, prisoners who had opted out of 
school talked of the degrees they were now 
following through the Open University. Courses 
based in the prison gym, the kitchen and workshops 
offered a range of qualifications all linked to 
numeracy and literacy skills. 

With 200,000 children having a parent in prison 
in the UK, Parc has developed a focus on 
supporting families and schools, so that children of 
prisoners do not follow their fathers in opting out 
of school. 

The support includes homework and reading 
clubs between fathers and children, and sessions 
with class teachers, to understand how the child is 
coping with school and the curriculum. 

I was pleased the Attorney General visited Parc. 

I have held a number of debates in the Commons 
about Parc and it was good to be able to share the 


unique work local staff have developed to offer a 
different road to changed life opportunities. 

That’s where I got to on Friday evening, writing 
this column and then on Saturday morning, I turned 
on the radio. 

The attacks in Paris were horrific to watch and 
listen to with graphic reports of cold-blooded 
killing. I found myself thinking of 9/11/01 and 
texting and emailing friends in Paris to check they 
were ok. As the day wore on, a friend contacted to 
say her son’s band were to have travelled to Paris 
on Friday night to play at the Bataclan club on 
Saturday. The family are in shock. 

A man emailed me to urge that I sign his petition 
to send troops to Syria. People interviewed 
questioned how you can trust Muslims, others 
worried about how safe Muslim families must feel, 
hearing the fear and anger expressed. 

I don’t know what will emerge over the coming 
days as police and intelligence services unpick the 
identities of the attackers, their supporters and 
affiliations. 

I do know that how we respond to horrors 
defines our values as a society. Terrorists know 
that. That is why they use terror, to try and drive in 
our fear to abandon our values; values they fear 
will persuade too many of their followers to 
abandon their murderous ideology. 

The lessons of this week, of resilience and 
dealing with adversity, of how education can 
change lives, open eyes to new ways of solving 
problems, seems like an important message for us 
all to hold on to. 

It is the things we share, the lessons we learn 
together that make us stronger and bind us 
together... We must never forget that.

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Young actors and 
technicians share 
time in the spotlight 



YOUNG people in 
Bridgend county borough 
who have an eye on a 
career in the creative arts 
were given a taste of the 
limelight recently at a 
glitzy film premierein the 
Wales Millenium Centre 
(WMC). 

It was 12 years ago that the It’s 
My Shout project made its debut. 
It was the brainchild of Roger 
Burnell, and in those days it was a 
spin-off from the Bridgend Youth 
Theatre. 

In its early days films were 
shot, in the main, in Bridgend 
county borough, but it has now 
grown into a Wales-wide scheme. 

An It’s My Shout 
spokeswoman said: “The latest 
consignment of short films 
produced under the ‘It’s My 
Shout’ film/TV training scheme 
were showcased at the WMC. 
This year over 800 young people 
from across Wales took part in the 
scheme at various stages of 
production. 

“The training scheme is a 
unique initiative for young people 
looking to explore media industry 
jobs including: acting, writing, 
directing, camera, sound, 
lighting, set and prop design, 
costume, make-up and hair, 
production co-ordinating and 
event management by providing 
hands-on training alongside 
skilled industry professionals. 

“Younger participants in this 
annual scheme often go on to 
study their chosen area on FE or 
HE courses and many of the 
experienced trainees gain 
employment within the industry 
as a direct result of the scheme. 
Many trainees from this year’s 
scheme have already gone on to 
professional positions in the 
industry.” 

Apart from the eight short 
films, 20 young documentary 
makers have made six 
documentaries to accompany 
each of the films broadcast on 
BBC Cymru Wales. The short 
films are due to be shown in late 
November and on through 
December, starting this 
Wednesday (November 18). 

Roger Burnell, who is still the 
artistic director of the Bridgend 
Youth Theatre (BYT) said: 
“Having a passion for unearthing 
and nurturing talent throughout 
my career, sometimes from 
unlikely backgrounds, makes it 
extremely rewarding to see so 
many people respond so 
positively. 

“Hopefully we are helping to 
engage and stimulate activity 
throughout Wales, nurturing 
individuals and communities with

of this burgeoning industry. 

“This is an industry that 
potentially has such an important 
place in the growth of our nation; 
Wales punches above its weight, 
and we need to continue to 
develop talents , some of which 
are still lying dormant and 
subdued within our 

communities.” 

He continued “It’s My Shout 
has gone from strength to strength 
and has expanded its portfolio of 
film, business, community and 
education partners. Many films 
from previous years have been 
screened all over the world; one 
of the films. Walk or Fly, made in 
Pontypridd was selected for the 
Berlin Film Festival, and was 
shown on Russian State 
Television, reaching over 20 
million people.” 

The films this year were 
produced in collaboration with 
BBC Cymru Wales, and two 
Welsh language films in 
association with S4C. 

Other key partners are Arts 
Council of Wales, Sony, Welsh 
Government and many local 
authorities and colleges. 

The eight films were shot on 
location in Carmarthenshire, 
Rhondda Valleys, Gwynedd, 
Bridgend, Torfaen, Caerphilly 
and Cardiff Inner-City.

T here was a 
time in this 
country 

when we helped 
people to get into 
work. We told 
them that it paid 
and that working 
would always 
mean that they 
were better off 
than being on 
benefits. 

That is changing. 

We now have a

comes at a time when 
tax rates for high 
earners have been cut. 

Why attack low 
paid people in this 
way? It wasn’t them 
who caused the 
financial crash in 
2007. It wasn’t those 
looking after the 
elderly who loaned 
money to those who 
couldn’t pay. It wasn’t 
those helping with 
children who caused 
the Northern Rock to 
collapse. Yet these are 
precisely the people 
who are being made to 
pay. 

Those in the 
financial sector whose 
recklessness crashed 
the world economy in 
2007 haven’t paid their 
share. They still get 


bonuses and they still 
have their tax breaks, 
but those on £11000 
get penalised. 

It’s true to say that 
the living wage will be 
increased, and nobody 
would argue with that 
in principle, but the 
financial burden for 
that will be home by 
businesses, many of 
whom have said that 
they can’t pay it. 

What the UK 
Government has done 
is transfer the financial 
responsibility from 
government to 
business to help the 
lowest paid; it has 
abdicated its 
responsibilities 
towards them. 

So, people who can 
ill afford it will lose 
out the most, and 
many businesses might 
go to the wall. At the 
same time, those who 
bear the most blame 
will prosper. 

On top of that, those 
people who will lose 
tax credits will have 
less money to spend, 
and that means the 
local businesses that 
they use will suffer 
because that money 
isn’t making its way to 
them to help them to 
continue.

Offering additional light, with relatively fast 
construction times, up to 200,000 conservatories 
were built per year during the height of their 
popularity.

Created using aluminium panels, with Kingspan 
insulation, these roofs can achieve a u value of 
just 0.18, similar to that of a normally constructed, 
modern roof 

With this option, the interior of the conservatory 
can include a plastered ceiling with down-lighters 
or even roof windows to keep the view of the stars. 



LivinRoof 

For a more contemporary feel, there is a third 
option called the LivinRoof This modern roof 
combines the sleek lines of a glass roof with the 
shade and thermal efficiency of a solid conservatory 
roof to create something that looks and feels very 
contemporary. 

With the LivinRoof entire panels can be 


replaced with glass to create a hybrid solid and 
glass roof meaning the homeowner can choose 
where to have shaded areas and where to have 
more light. 

Once again there is the option to plasterthe interior 
ceiling and add down-lighters. The LivinRoof also 
comes with the option of adding orangery detailing 
to enhance the interior and exterior styling of the 
conservatory.

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Moving visit 

THE Maesteg Gleemen have 
recently returned from a tour to s- 
Hertogenbosch in Holland to 
commemorate the liberation of the 
city in which the 53rd Royal Welsh 
Regiment played a major part. 

The choir were following in the footsteps 
of 26 previous choirs from Wales invited to 
the commemorations. It began on October 
26 with an impromptu performance in St 
John’s Cathedral, which was unforgettable. 

This was followed by a civic reception at 
the town hall. Chief executive Jan de-Witt 
welcomed the choir and friends with a 
heartfelt speech on the debt the city owes to 
its liberators. 

The party were then taken on a tour of 
the town hall and were shown artefacts, 
memorabilia and tributes to the Welsh 
regiment, including two massive windows 
engraved with all the names of those who 
lost their lives in the campaign. 

The choir then left for the De Talin old 
people’s home for an afternoon 
performance for the residents, which has 
become an annual event for visiting choirs. 

Next day the choir left for the Welsh 
monument, the only one on the Continent, 
for a service with the mixed choir of s- 
Hertogenbosh, and wreath laying. 

Later that day, the Gleemen were invited 
to sing at the official opening of the ‘Royal 
Welsh Bridge’, again named after the 
liberators. The choir sang two items, 
Gwahoddiad and the Celtic Anthem before 
the official unveiling of the plaque. 

The names of the 146 men who died in 
the liberation of the city are forever 
immortalised on the massive structure of 
the bridge. 

That evening the choir left for the 
commemoration concert in the massive 860 
seat Theatre aan-de-Parade, which was full 
to capacity. They performed a joint concert 
with the Gemend koor s-Hertogdenbosch, a 
mixed choir. 

The performance ended with a rendering 
of the ‘World War Two Requiem’, anthems 
were sung and everyone left feeling 
uplifted. 

On October 28, the choir went to 
Arnhem cemetery, where they sang and laid 
wreaths to the fallen; afterwards they left 
for Nijmegen. A social evening followed 
with the mixed choir of Denbosch at their 
practice venue in the sports centre. 

On their way home next day they 
stopped off in Ypres to visit the Menin Gate 
where they sang two songs and the Welsh 
National Anthem, and laid wreaths to the 
fallen. 

They travelled on to the new Welsh 
Monument in Ypres to lay wreaths and 
again sing the anthem. They then 
continued their journey home to Wales, 


with fond memories of a very emotional 
experience they will never forget. 

All agreed how humbling it was to 
encounter such gratitude and appreciation, 
after so many years, for the people of Wales 
from the people of s-Hertogenbosch.

Organ donations: 
changes imminent 


WITH just weeks to 
go until the organ 
donation law changes 
in Wales, people are 
being urged to 
register their decision 
ahead of December 1. 

As part of the ongoing 
It’s Time to Choose 
campaign, an 
information roadshow 
and digital countdown 
van will be touring 
Wales to inform people 
about the changes to the 
organ donation law and 
will visit 18 locations 
between November 23 
and 27. The roadshow 
will be in Bridgend on 
Friday, November 27 at 
Asda from 9am to 12pm 
and at Asda, Cardiff Bay 
from 2pm - 5pm. 

On December 1, 

Wales will become the 


first country in the UK 
to introduce a soft opt- 
out system. The new 
system will make it 
easier for people to 
make a decision about 
whether or not they want 
to become organ donors. 

Under the new 
system, if people have 
not registered a decision 
to become an organ 
donor (opted in) or a 
decision not to become 
an organ donor (opted 
out), they will be 
considered as having no 
objection to being an 
organ donor - this is 
known as deemed 
consent.

CENTRE STAGE AT CONFERENCE 


Brickwork students 
get a year ahead! 



EIGHT members of Barry 
and District Soroptimist 
Club were among over 
1,000 delegates from 23 
countries who attended the 
81st Federation conference 
of Soroptimist 

International Great Britain 
and Ireland, held in 
Glasgow in early 
November. 

The central theme was 
‘Delivering the Difference’, and 
one of the key speakers was Dame 
Stella Rimington, former director 
general of MI5. 

Dame Stella, who was the first 
female director of MIS, is now a 
best-selling author of spy thrillers. 
She informed the delegates that 
women helped change MIS, and 
the image of the service for the 
better. 

Other speakers included Joe 
Fairley, co-founder of the 
internationally successful Green 
and Black Chocolate, Sarah 
Montague of Radio 4‘s Today 
programme, Hon Justice Rowan 
Dowling, who recently completed 
eight and a half years as a judge on 
the Extraordinary Chamber of the 
Courts in Cambodia, dealing with 
war crimes, Andrew Bevan, who 


works for International Justice 
Mission UK, and Olivia Giles who 
founded the charity SOO miles. 

The Princess Royal attended 
the Friday morning session and 
spoke about the work of Save the 
Children charity. She was 
presented with a cheque for 
£4,000, a donation from 
Soroptimists to the work of the 
charity, which is currently 
appealing for funds to support 
refugee children in camps around 
Syria. 

Two members of the club, joint 
programme action officers Jackie 
Memory and Pat Salt, addessed 
delegates on Kiva and their 
workshops with local primary 
schoolchildren ‘Helping to Make 
a Difference’. 

KIVA is an American non-profit 
making organisation which uses 
the internet and a worldwide 
network of microfinance 
institutions to facilitate loans. 
Through the club’s involvement 
with KIVA, it has found a 
sustainable way to improve access 
to economic empowerment; 
provide educational opportunities 
both at home and abroad and 
enable women to find 
employment which will improve 
their lifestyle and those of their 
families. 


At present, the club is 
supporting women in a variety of 
countries, including Vietnam, 
Uganda, Nicaragua, Kyrgyzstan, 
Azerbaijan and El Salvador. By 
donating loans in units of $25, 
projects have been funded to help 
women develop businesses, gain 
academic qualifications, improve 
sanitation in their environments, 
and access clean energy. 

Once the loans have been 
repaid, money can be reinvested in 
further projects. 

Another member of the club, 
Judith Lewis, director of finance 
for Soroptiminist International 
Great Britain and Ireland, 
presented the annual accounts to 
the conference. She also proposed 
three financial resolutions, all of 
which were approved, which will 
result in a reduction in capitation 
fees for all members, both in the 
UK and, more significantly, for 
members in countries outside 
these islands. 

The hope is that this will assist 
in the recruitment of new 
members to allow us to help even 
more women and girls.

NE of the 
most high- 
profile 

figures, both in 
terms of 
technology and 
culture, in recent 
times, Steve Jobs, 
the creative brains 
behind Apple, was 
also one of the 
most divisive. 

Some point to the 
impact he had in terms 
of revolutionising the 
technology we use to 
stay in contact with 
people and listen to 
music; while others feel 
he was a figurehead 
whose profile obscured 
the true genius 
responsible for what the 
company achieved. 

Danny Boyle’s take 
on the man (scripted by 
Aaron Sorkin) hits 
cinemas, and titled 


simply Steve Jobs, tells 
of three key chapters in 
his life - firstly, Jobs 
(Michael Fassbender) 
and Steve Wozniak 
(Seth Rogen) unveil the 
first Mac computer; 
then a fired Jobs 
launches the NeXT 
computer; and finally 
with Jobs returned to 
Apple, he readies 
himself for the launch 
of the iMac, all set 
against the backdrop of 
Jobs’ troubled 
relationship with his ex¬ 
girlfriend and 
daughter... 

The life of Steve Jobs 
was certainly anything 
but mundane; from 
being at the forefront of 
innovation to be ejected 
from his own company, 
and then making a 
triumphant return by 
becoming a 
technological icon 
before seeing his life 


cruelly cut short by a 
tumour in 2011. 

To attempt to 
coalesce such massive 
achievements and 
moments would be 
ambitious, so director 
Danny Boyle and Aaron 
Sorkin’s decision to 
strip it down into three 
separate sections may 
not deliver the all 
encompassing ‘cradle to 
the grave’ narrative you 
so often see, but does 
provide a detailed 
insight into the 
workings of a 
complicated, driven 
and, at times, cold man. 

The lynchpin of all 
this is Michael 
Fassbender, who 
follows his incredible 
turn in Macbeth earlier 
this year with yet 
another superb 
performance. We see 
many sides of Jobs 
throughout the film - 
the impresario focused 
on wowing audiences 
with his new 
technology, the cold- 
hearted ‘father’ to a 
young girl, the driven- 
to-the-point-of- 
megalomania 
figurehead, the angrily 
exiled genius - and 
Fassbender delivers an 
incredible performance, 
convincing throughout. 

There is a sense of a 
character being brought 
to vivid life, not just a 
mere impersonation of 
the man, and 
Fassbender’s Jobs is as 
elusive and mysterious 
as you would imagine, 
never quite knowing 
what he’s likely to do 
next. 

Unsurprisingly, the 
performances around 
him are equally as 
strong; Kate Winslet 
does a superb job as 
Jobs’ right-hand 
woman, her moral 
compass sometimes 
giving Jobs the 
guidance he needs; Seth 
Rogen’s pivotal role as 
Jobs’ brother-in-arms 
turned black sheep 
Steve Wozniak is well 
played, while Jeff 
Daniels offers the 
steady gravitas as the 
CEO who makes and 
then breaks Jobs, giving 
him the drive and anger 
to pull off his most 
audacious move. 

These excellent 
performances come 
bathed in the dialogue 
of Aaron Sorkin, whose 
writing is a complete 
joy to behold, especially 
when made real by such 
a skilled troupe of 
actors. There is 
something of the stage 
about his story 
construction, a three-act 
play, and if the use of 
the same faces 
converging together at 
different times feels a 
little too convenient, 
then it’s easily forgiven 


when the exchanges are 
so superbly composed. 

Add to that the 
emotional backbone 
provided by Jobs’ 
awkward relationship 
with his daughter 
(superbly played by all 
three actresses), and you 
have the meat to go 
with the tightly-wound 
back-and-forths 
between the characters. 

The substance of the 
screenplay is matched 
by Danny Boyle’s 
direction, which lacks 
his usual tricks but 
delivers a masterclass in 
subtlety. Boyle’s films 
are usually a visual 
feast full of quick edits, 
but here Boyle allows 
the drama of the script 
to dominate 
proceedings, restricting 
himself to some clever 
little techniques - back 
projections of slogans 
and imagery relating to 
the story, shooting the 
three segments in 
different film stock - 
but predominantly his 
camera stalks hallways 
and stages, creating an 
intimate and engaging 
feel. 

There are no obvious 
resolutions, no ‘clever- 
clever’ little Easter eggs 
(save for a reference to 
making the Walkman 
obsolete); just three 
snapshots of a genius at 
work, and it’s this 
minimalist approach 
that pays dividends, as 
Steve Jobs is an 
excellent piece of work. 

VERDICT: A clever 
take on the biopic 
formula, and one that 
with the talent involved 
makes it soar even more 
than you would hope, 
Steve Jobs is beguiling, 
engrossing, mysterious 
and substantial - not 
unlike the man himself. 
Superb performances, 
wonderful direction and 
Aaron Sorkin’s 
gorgeous dialogue make 
this a wondrous effort. 
Highly recommended.

would seek to destroy 
our freedom in the most 
abominable way, our 
focus inevitably now 
shifts to what our next 
steps must be in the 
battle against this evil. 

“There will doubtless 
be much debate as to 
whether we can or 
should commit forces to 
the ground, and rightly 
the question of how we 
safeguard our borders 
will arise. 

“These are all vitally 
important decisions that 
our governments simply 
have to get right. 

“The events in Paris 
serve to highlight that 
we can no longer see 
this as a distant conflict 
in a region far removed 


from our everyday lives 
- it is a war that is not 
only on our doorstep, 
but that has become 
interwoven with the 
fabric of our way of life. 

“This presents us with 
challenges, not only in 
foreign policy, but with 
questions that arise 
immediately close to 
home and require an 
answer. At the root of 
problem we face is the 
notion of 

‘multiculturalism’. 

“This idea has guided 
so much of our policy in 
recent decades - and it 
is, quite simply, the 
wrong approach... 

“The idea of having 
communities that identify 
on the basis of race, 


colour or religious faith 
living side-by-side - yet 
never properly 
integrating with each 
other - is a recipe for 
discord. 

“It creates conditions 
where a distorted world 
view - a world view that 
allows for murder in the 
name of God, and one 
that is repugnant to true 
believers of all faiths - 
may find an ideal 
breeding ground. 

“When you keep 
people apart from each 
other as matter of policy, 
and encourage 
communities to develop 
in parallel whilst never 
fully integrating with 
each other, you 
encourage people not to 


get to know each other. 

“When people do not 
know each other, it is 
less easy for them to 
trust and co-operate with 
each other. 

“It is not too difficult 
to see how an evil mind 
could, from this starting 
point, ruthlessly exploit 
this set of affairs in 
setting about the task of 
corrupting young people 
and brainwashing them 
into accepting a 
corrupted world outlook. 

“Multiculturalism has 
run its course. We must 
focus all our efforts on 
encouraging integration 
between all religious, 
racial and cultural 
groups - celebrating our 
diversity and each 


person s uniqueness - 
but removing the 
barriers which keep 
people apart. 

“There is a difficult 
conversation that we 
need to have, and one 
which people of all 
faiths and political 
colours have ducked out 
of for too long. 

“The stakes are now 
too high to avoid this 
conversation any longer. 

“We need to be brave 
in our approach and 
have this conversation 
urgently”.

I NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Vigilance is the 
word as winter 
hovers over hives 


DESPITE the time of year, the 
mild conditions are seeing lots 
of colony activity - pollen is 
still coming into the hives and 
brood is present. 

To all intents and purposes, the bees 
should have settled for winter; 
however, with temperatures around 
14°-17°C, there is little chance of this 
coming about (it would be 4°C 
normally). 

To get through any winter, the bees 
require sufficient amounts of pollen, 
plus sealed stores (honey). 

Beekeeping literature indicates that 
the end of September should see all 
supplementary feeding completed, as 
this will have given the colony time to 
process any added foodstuffs that the 
beekeeper may have provided, and this 
year’s very variable conditions saw 
many beekeepers having to feed liquid 
sugar to many colonies in order that 
they should not starve. 

Conditions can’t have been that bad, 
you might say, but although spring 
started off very well, the following 
months were wet and often windy. 

With these prevailing conditions, 
bees do not go out foraging and, in any 
case, many plants would not be open or 
give up pollen or nectar. 

Each colony has a laying Queen and 
on a daily basis she is laying eggs to 
expand the workforce of the colony, all 
of which require sustenance i.e. pollen 
and nectar. 

Within the hive there is much going 
on, eggs and the larvae that develop 
from the eggs must have attention, the 
Queen must be fed and groomed, wax 
has to be produced plus temperature 
variations must be maintained to suit 


the different sections of the hive. 

All of this activity requires a ready 
source of energy, hence the need for in- 
house stores and as these stores 
diminish and if bees are confined to the 
hive, the beekeeper has to step in and 
lend a much-needed hand. 

Then there is, of course, the Varroa 
to consider - and instantly we have a 
dilemma presen. Current instructions 
suggest that there should be an absence 
of brood (especially sealed) if any 
control is to be undertaken, and if 
normal weather patterns were present 
this would indeed be the case right 
now. 

There would be very little brood and 
the beekeeper could safely discount it 
and go ahead. 

The control of the Varroa is a whole 
article in itself, but it has to be 
addressed by all beekeepers. 

So is winter here yet? It does not 
appear to be. The loss of colonies over 
the coming winter due to lack of stores 
because of constant activity brought on 
by mild conditions is a real possibility. 
A regular check on the bees must 
become part of the beekeepers routine 
if such a scenario is to be avoided. 

Should we get a sudden cold snap 
all bee activity, will cease; if stores are 
in short supply, any feed offered by the 
beekeeper will be ignored because the 
bees will not be active enough to 
process it. 

They can, and will, utilise what they 
have prepared beforehand, but once 
that is gone the onset of starvation is 
more than likely to follow. 

Feeding the bees is going to be a lot 
cheaper than having to replace them, 
so do it now before the weather 
changes.^

Regional AM queries 
parking fines at rail 
station in Maesteg 


A regional AM, Suzy 
Davies, says she has made 
“urgent contact” with 
Network Rail over the 
future of the car park at 
Maesteg railway station. 

She had been alerted by 
constituents that Asda has 
introduced £70 fines for people 
staying longer than two hours in 
its supermarket car park, which 
adjoins the railway station. 

Those using what was 
previously the park and ride car 
park, which leads off the store 
car park, are also facing the fines 
unless they first register their car 
with the store when they travel. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs 
Davies, said: “Asda can control 
their own car park, of course. 
However, it is not clear to my 
constituents about whether there 
have been any changes to the 
status of the additional car park 
that was provided on land owned 
by British Rail in order to serve 
the railway station. 

Asda has erected signs stating 
that the whole of the car park, 
including the section by the 
station, is their land. 

“I have contacted Asda and 
Network Rail to find out whether 
there have been any recent 
changes of ownership or other 
agreements as to use. 

“Unless there is a dedicated 
station car park, people 
attempting to use the trains will 


be penalised. I understand that 
rail passengers wishing to park 
their cars at the station will first 
of all have to go into the store to 
register their car number and 
then, when they return, take their 
rail ticket into the store so that 
the penalty notice can be 
cancelled. 

“That’s okay, assuming people 
have time to do this but someone 
rushing to get the train could end 
up being fined £70 simply 
because they did not have time to 
go into the store and register. 

“This system is no substitute 
for having a dedicated rail car 
park at this site and I am 
pressing Network Rail to 
investigate if Asda owns this 
land and if so, how this 
happened. 

“This station was built in 
1992, when it was decided to re¬ 
open the line to passenger rail 
services, which had ceased in 
1970. 

A new station was needed and 
this was jointly provided by the 
former Mid Glamorgan County 
Council and the railway. 

“It is my understanding that 
the station and the additional car 
park were built on part of the old 
goods yard, which was owned by 
the railway. Access to both is 
through Asda’s car park. 

“There have been no problems 
with this arrangement until a few 
weeks ago. I have asked 
Network Rail how they intend to 


deal with this situation. Public 
money from Mid Glamorgan 
County Council was used to 
build the station and car park and 
we need to know what’s 
happened to this land. 

“I have also approached 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) as they are the 
successor council to Mid 
Glamorgan. They are also 
investigating.” 

Assembly Conservative 
candidate Jamie Wallis said that 
he was concerned about the 
impact on commuters and others 
in Maesteg. 

He said: “These days, having 
a park and ride facility is crucial. 
The only place motorists can 
park their cars in order to 
commute is at the town centre 
station. 

“Network Rail needs to sit 
down with Asda and come to a 
sensible arrangement which 
would provide some dedicated 
parking for commuters while still 
allowing the store to ensure that 
its free car park is not being 
abused.” 

A spokesman for Smart 
Parking, who operate the car 
park, said that the land was 
owned by Asda, and that the 
terms and conditions were on 
signage in the car park. 

He indicated that a response 
would be sent but, unfortunately, 
it had not arrived by the time 
The GEM went to press.

Medical centre 
to ‘open in spring’ 
at Dinas Powys

DINAS POWYS 
Community 
Council has been 
told that the new 
medical centre in 
Dinas Powys is due 
to open in the spring 
by Dr Sue Thomas, 
senior partner at 
the group practice. 

This was reported 
during a presentation to 
the council requested by 
the chairman, Coun 
Keith Hatton. The 
medical centre is likely 
to be one of the last 
supported financially 
directly by the Welsh 
Government. Further 
delays would have 
placed at risk such 
funding. 

She reported that the 
group practice had 
looked at over 50 sites in 
Dinas Powys and only 
the Murch Road site was 
available and suitable. 
Although transport was a 
concern, councillors 
heard that 95 per cent of 
patients currently 

travelled by car to the 
Cardiff Road surgery. 

She welcomed the 
cooperation of Dinas 
Powys Voluntary 

Concern which was 
willing to provide 
transport by car to the 


centre. 

Questions were asked 
from the floor about 
services, including 
podiatry. It was 
confirmed that the health 
board was withdrawing 
this service from Dinas 
Powys. Councillors were 
concerned about this and, 
indeed, the lack of 
support from the health 
board for additional 
services. 

However, they 

understood that podiatry 
and extra services were 
not part of the CP role 
and the responsible body 
was the health board. 

Coun Chris Franks 
suggested that the 
community council 
should take their 
concerns to the health 
board: “It is wrong that 
the health board does not 
seem to be taking the 
opportunity to provide 
more services within 
Dinas Powys. It is a 
cheaper option than 
treatment at the Heath, 
with the huge on-costs 
involved. 

Coun John Fanshaw 
said it was good that 
there was space at the 
centre for the potential 
expansion of service in 
the future if the health 
board was willing to 
invest. CE

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World War One memorial unveiled at school 

ROLL OF HONOUR CEREMONY AT ST GYRES 



ON Wednesday, 
November 11, a 
moving ceremony 
took place at St 
Gyres School in 
Penarth, when a 
new First World 
War memorial was 
unveiled and 

dedicated, to 

replace the one 
belonging to the 
National School in 
Penarth, which was 
lost when that 
school was closed. 

The project to replace 
the lost memorial was the 
vision of the headteacher, 
Dr Jonathan Hicks, who 
had long-held the 
ambition to ensure that 
his current pupils were 
able to learn of the fate of 
some of their 
forerunners. 

“The original 

memorial was unveiled 
in July 1920 by the 
headteacher of the 
National School and I 
was honoured to be able 
to follow in that 


headteacher’s footsteps. 

“Moving into our 
brand-new school 

building, it seemed the 
right time to create a new 
memorial to those men 
who gave their lives a 
century ago,” said Dr 
Hicks. 

“It will also serve to 
remind our current and 
future pupils of the 
sacrifices made by earlier 
generations. Through 
extensive research my 
wife Wendy and I were 
also able to correct two 
errors on the original 
memorial.” 

The ceremony began 
with a guard of honour 
by two living historians, 
Robin Mellor and Chris 
Coode, dressed in 
authentic First World 
War uniforms. Dr Hicks 
then paid tribute to the 
fallen before 20 pupils of 
St Cyres School, whose 
surnames are similar to 
those listed on the 
memorial, read out each 
of the names. 

Music teacher Richard 
Hopkin played ‘The Last 
Post’ and a silence was 


held. Prayers were led by 
Jason Erickson. 

Following the 

ceremony, the pupils and 
staff were treated to a 
talk on the lives of men 
and women during The 
Great War by the two 
living historians. 

Amongst the names on 
the memorial are: 

Herbert Albert Barrett, 
who served with the 45th 
Battalion of the Machine 
Gun Corps as a machine 
gunner. He was killed on 
August 23, 1917 and is 
buried in Tyne Cot 
Cemetery. He saw action 
at the Battles for Pilckem 
Ridge and Langemark 
during The Third Battle 
of Ypres 

Passchendaele. 

Thomas Norvell 
Bartlett served with the 
113th Siege Battery, 
Royal Garrison Artillery 
as Battery Sergeant 
Major. He was killed in 
action on August 30, 
1916, aged 36, and is 
buried in Peronne Road 
Cemetery in France. He 
had lived at 16 Plassey 
Street, Penarth and 


before enlisting was 
employed as a coal tipper 
at Penarth Docks. 

Edward William Davis 
of 9 Plassey Street in 
Penarth served with the 
8 th Battalion of the 
South Staffordshire 
Regiment. He was killed 
in action on February 15, 
1916, aged just 20. He 
was in camp near Ypres 
when it received a direct 
hit from a German eight- 
inch artillery shell. 

Twelve men, including 
Edward, were killed, plus 
two medical officers who 
were tending men in a 
dressing station. His 
body was never found 
and he is commemorated 
as one of the missing on 
the famous Menin Gate 
in Ypres. 

Donald Alexander 
Heslop had been a 
chartered accountant 
before the Great War. He 
joined the 10th Royal 
Fusiliers but was killed 
on May 4, 1916. He is 
buried in Berles-au-Bois 
Churchyard in France. 

Rees John was the son 
of William and Ann John

He was 34 
years old when he died of 
wounds on September 
28, 1918 while serving 
with the Welsh Guards. 

He fought at Loos in 
1915, the Somme in 1916 
and at Passchendaele in 
1917. In September 1918 
they were charged with 
breaking through the 
formidable German 
defences of the 
Hindenburg Line. It was 
during this fighting that 
Rees was wounded and 
evacuated to a casualty 
clearing station where 
unfortunately he died. He 
is buried in Grevillers 
British Cemetery in 
France. 

William Melbourne 
Lee was a second 
lieutenant serving with 
the Royal Field Artillery. 
He was killed in action 
on March 21, 1918 while 
serving with 298th 
Brigade. William had 
enlisted as a private 
soldier early in the war 
and rose from the ranks 
to become an officer on 
August 4,1917. His body 
was never found and he 
is commemorated on the 
Pozieres Memorial to the 
Missing.

Cameron Highlanders 


and was killed in action 
on July 23, 1918, aged 
31. He is remembered on 
the Soissons Memorial. 

Erederick George 
Smith served as a private 
with the 12th Battalion 
Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders. He was 
killed in action in 
Salonika on September 
19, 1918, aged 28, and is 
buried in Doiran Military 
Cemetery. 

Arthur John Thomas 
was a private serving 
with the 8th Battalion of 
the Lincolnshire 

Regiment. 

The son of John and 
Rose Thomas of 80 
Plassey Street, he died of 
wounds on April 26, 
1917, aged 22, during the 
Battle of Arras and is 
buried in Aubigny 
Communal Cemetery in 
Prance. 

Edward Charles 
Whiley was a lance 
corporal with the 18th 
Battalion of the Welsh 
Regiment. He was killed 
in action on November 
24, 1917 during the 
fighting for Bourlon 
Wood as part of the 
Battle of Cambrai. He is 
buried in Anneux 
Cemetery in Prance. 

Harry Douglas White 
served as an ordinary 
seaman on the SS 
Boscastle. He and 16 
other members of the 
crew were killed as the 
result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine on 
April 7, 1918. 

He was just 17 and is 
commemorated on the 
Tower Hill Memorial in 
London. 

Erederick Lewis 
Whittington served with 
the 8th Battalion East 
Surrey Regiment. He was 
killed in action on 
October 12, 1917, aged 
26. He and his wife had 
lived at 6, Machen Street 
in Penarth. 

His grave could not be 
found after the war ended 
and he is remembered on 
the Tyne Cot Memorial 
in Belgium.

TOWN FC) 
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YOUTH TO THE FORE AS POSITIVES 
COME OUT OF NETHERLANDS DEFEAT 


I T was always going to 
be an interesting test 
for Wales, against a 
Netherlands side who had 
failed to qualify for next 
summer's European 
Championships, and a 
test made all that more 
difficult by the absence 
through injury of several 
key players, most notably 
Gareth Bale and Aaron 
Ramsey. 

In their previous seven 
encounters with the men in 
orange, Wales had failed to 
manage even a draw, losing all 
seven and conceding 21 goals 
into the bargain (although a 
third of those came from the 
embarassing 7-1 reverse in 
Eindhoven in 1996 under the 
auspicious leadership of fan's 
least-favourite, Bobby Gould). 

It may have proved a case of 
same old story on Friday night 
at the Cardiff City Stadium, but 
despite the 3-2 defeat (the first 
reverse suffered at home in just 
over two years) there were 
plenty of positives to take from 
the game - and a few negatives. 

In drenched conditions that 
saw heavy rainfall, it was an 
inauspicious start for Chris 
Coleman's team, as the Dutch, 
led by the highly-impressive 
Arjen Robben, got out of the 
. blocks the quicker, keeping the 
\ball and pressing for the 


opening. 

When Wales did get on the 
ball they looked to Johnny 
Williams and Tom Lawrence for 
the creative spark going forward 
that would normally be provided 
by the absent Ramsey and Bale, 
and the pair applied themselves 
with verve and energy, 
consistently looking to run at 
the Dutch defence and search 
for openings. 

In what was a fairly even 
game, it was the Netherlands 
who struck first, as the Welsh 
defence were unable to deal 
with Dutch pressure around the 
area and Dost headed 
powerfully home, giving Wayne 
Hennessy little chance. 

Undaunted, and buoyed by a 
vociferous 25,000-strong crowd, 
the Welsh looked for a way back 
into the game and found one on 
the stroke of half-time when the 
referee adjudged that Kongolo 
had handled Ben Davies’ volley, 
and though Joe Allen’s weak 
penalty was saved by Clissen, 
Joe Ledley was on hand to 
dispatch the rebound. 

The second half continued in 
the same vein as the first, both 
sides battling to break the other 
down, and it was the Dutch who 
regained the lead with a top- 
class individual effort from 
Robben, the captain shaking off 
the boos of the crowd in 
inimitable style. 

However this Welsh team 
were not daunted by this 
setback, and after a spell of

pressure, Allen's perfectly-aimed 
cross found the head of 
substitute Emyr Huws, who 
headed home to the delight of 
players and supporters. 

It was a game that seemed to 
have another goal in it, and 
sadly for Wales, it came from 
the Netherlands. It was Robben 
again who had the final say, 
another individual moment of 
brilliance seeing him slip the 
ball past substitute goalkeeper 
Owain Eon Williams to make it 
3-2. 


So Wales' first Euro 2016 
warm-up may have ended in 
defeat but there were many 
positives to take from the game, 
not least the way some of the 
players stepped up to be counted 
when it mattered. Not only were 
the team not overawed by the 
Dutch, the likes of Tom 
Lawrence, Johnny Williams, and 
substitutes Huws and George 
Williams provided the type of 
direct running that sent the 
Dutch defence hurtling back, 
their pace and youthful energy 


providing a much-needed spark 
for the team. 

The fact that Wales looked 
competitive throughout will be a 
boost to Chris Coleman as he 
starts to consider the squad he'll 
be taking to France next 
summer, and that fringe players 
such as Lawrence, Huws and 
George Williams looked so 
accomplished can only be a 
positive in the countdown to the 
European Championships. 

What may be a little more 
concerning for Coleman was the 
fragility of the team when called 
upon to defend. The rearguard 
action during the qualifying 
campaign was beyond 
impressive, conceding only four 
goals in 10 games, but too often 
on Friday the high-pressing 
Dutch were quick to pressurise 
the defence, especially the pacy 
Robben, who took great delight 
in carving open opportunities. 

With talisman Ashley 
Williams replaced at half-time 
by James Collins, the defensive 
frailty was even more apparent, 
and had Robben been closed 
down more quickly, one or both 
of his goals may well have been 
prevented, something to ponder 
going forward as Collins, in 
particular, looked woefully off 
the pace against his speedy 
opposition. 

Then there is the conundrum 
of Joe Allen - in the build-up to 
this game Allen was vociferous 
in how players needed to step 
up and show that there was 


more to this Wales team than 
just Gareth Bale; yet on the 
evidence of the game the 
midfielder was one of the few 
who failed to do that. 

Unsure going forward, 
unsteady when on the back foot 
and the ignominy of a missed 
penalty - Allen had a bad day at 
the office, and when you 
consider the way others 
performed, and offered so much 
more, you have to wonder what 
he offers other than being one of 
the elder statesmen of this 
young team. 

So, much to take on board for 
manager Chris Coleman, who 
after the match said: “We 
always want to win, we wanted 
a result and we didn't get that 
but we got a lot of other things 
out of the game. 

“We were competitive. We 
used our full number of six 
substitutes and were still 
competitive. Overall I'm not too 
disappointed.” 

And neither should he be, for 
this result was hardly disastrous; 
instead it was a valuable 
learning curve for this team as 
they shape up for the excitement 
of next summer's European 
Championships. 

The positives outweighed the 
negatives and the blooding of 
the likes of Lawrence gives the 
squad a greater level of 
experience and depth going 
forward - something that 
Coleman will no doubt welcome j 
in the months to come.
